THE 
RAPPAHANNOCK. 
After Cedar Run, what next i 
Tho I ¡rue of operations of the Union army 
of the east was now the Rappahannock river. 
After Cedar Run, Pojv g radually withdrew 
his army to the Rappahannock’s north bank, 
leaving it between himself an d the Confcd 
crates. 
Meantime Lee massed his whole 
army nround J ackson, between the Rappa­ 
hannock and the llnpidan, t'5,000 .strong , 
lie was led to this by a curious incident, 
which shows on what small thing s g roat 
events turn. The Confederate C<4 Mosby 
had been a prisoner of war, but had been ex­ 
chang ed early in Aug ust. 
On the way to 
Richmond he passed Fortress Monroe, 
lie 
saw there Burnside’s troops embarking for 
somo placo. 
Where? By moans known to 
himself, I10 found out it was tho Rappahan­ 
nock. Tho moment he set foot on tho shore 
below Richmond, ho hurried to Gen. Leo and 
told him. 
By relays of g alloping couriers, 
Lee dispatched tho word to J ackson 011 the 
Rapidan. 
Tho Federal cat was now out of the Lag . 
Burnside’s corps had been sent for from 
North Carolinia to swell tho Army of Vir­ 
g inia, and not to re-enforce McClellan on 
the J ames. At the same time reports reached 
Richmond that McClellan’s army was leav­ 
ing the peninsula. 
McClellan’s army had not reached Freder­ 
icksburg , on the way to join Rope, when 
(Aug . 20) Lee’s 85,000 men, himself command­ 
ing in person, faced Poi>e’s army of some­ 
thing over 40,000 on the Rappahannock. Pope 
was on the north side, Lee on the south, at­ 
tempting to cross. Pope’s watchfulness pre­ 
vented, however. 
Pope, knowing Lee’s 
g reater numbers, could not attack. Ho called 
loudly for re-enforcements, which wore prom­ 
ised him certainly by Aug . 23. 
Both Lee and Pope were meditating hostile 
movements when, on the nig ht of Aug . 22, a 
tremendous rainstorm came, which stopped 
efforts to cross the river by either army. But 
on that nig ht another of tho odd, small inci­ 
dents which determine g reat events happened. 
Pope’s headquarters were at Catlet’s Station, 
ten miles behind tho center of his line. The 
daring Confederate cavalryman, Stuart, 
selected that nig ht for a raid. He had crossed 
the Rappahannock before tho storm. 
Ho 
swept around to tho Federal rear and charg ed 
directly upon Pope’s headquarters. 
There 
wero confusion and wild fleeing . 
Popo him­ 
self escaped, leaving hat and coat behind him. 
His dispatch book was captured, however. 
That was all Leo wanted to g ive him most 
accurate information, and the result shows 
he made g ood use of it. 
A neg ro g uided 
Stuart’s cavalry to Pope’s tent. 
The raid was beg un Aug . 25. J ackson hur­ 
ried quickly up tho south bank of the Ilappa 
hannock, crossed it above Pope’s army, and 
hastened north to Thoroug hfare Gap, throug h 
which tho railroad from Strasburg to Alex­ 
andria passed. His soldiers wero called the 
“ Foot cavalry,” on account of the speed they 
had attained in marching . 
On their rig ht 
went the indomitable J. E. B. Stuart, with 
all 
his cavalry. 
Swiftly, silently they 
marched, like? 
tho spirit of destruction. 
“ Don’t shout, boys; tho Yankees will hear 
us,” said J ackson. 
Lee formed the bold plan of crossing the 
Rappahannock, g etting in Pope’s rear, and 
cutting him off from Washing ton. 
For this 
difficult and dang erous task he selected one 
who had been proved to be tho bravest, 
shrewdest, most reliable officer in his army, 
Stonewall J ackson. 
Gen. Rufus King v.*as a g randson of the Rufus 
King of revolution­ 
ary times. 
lie was 
born in 1814, in New 
York, and was grad ­ 
uated at West Poin t 
in 1833, being attach­ 
ed to the en gin eer 
ccx-ps. 
ITc was ¡a 
turn a superin ten d ­ 
ing railway en gin eer, 
an editcf* an d min is­ 
ter to Rome. Durin g 
the war ha was u 
brigad ier gen eral < f 
volun teers, attached 
to McDowell’s corps.

At m id n ight, a fte r a march of twenty 
miles, J uek~on and his men bivouacked at 
Salem, near Thoroug hfare Gap, on tho rail­ 
road. J acks/m had forbidden his soldiers to 
shout, but w hen ever they caug ht sig ht of him 
in his faded uniform and old yellow cap they 
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sent uj> roaring cheers, and ho could not stop 
them. 
At daylight they were on the march again. 
Thoroughfare* Gap was undefended by Union 
troops as they had hoped, and new they were 
ready for Pope on tbo right or Washington 
city on the left, Jackson's men had per­ 
form»*«! another one of their e - ^o r^n a ry 
marches. 
They hod traveled fifty miles in 
two days with only g r e e n corn nn«i oppks to 
eat 
M any of them limped along barefoot. 
Y et then? was not a straggler, and th«*y were 
ready for light. 
B y the evening of Aug. 2G tbo advnnce of 
Jackson's men wero at Manassas Junction on 
the railroail which supplied Pop©. 
A great 
number of supplies was there, which the Con­ 
federates destroyed after getting one “square 
meal” out them. 
Hooker was at Bristoe Station, seven miles 
from Manassas, and Fitz John 1’orter was at 
Warrenton Junction, nino miles aw ay, with 
4,500 men. 
They were the advnnce of Pope’s 
army. 
That general had becomo aware of 
Jackson's movement, and had decided to 
march his whole arm y to Manassas and 
Gainesville. 
B y Aug. 27 Gen. Pope had got re-enforce­ 
ments to the number of not quit«' 23,QUO men 
from the Arm y of the Potomac. 
They were 
of the flower of that arm y, including Fitz 
John Porter's corps, with his troops of the 
regular arm y, under the division command 
ers Morell and Bykes. 
Gen. Reynolds was 
also there with his division of the Pennsyl 
vania Reserves. 
Gen. Moado was one of tin 
brigade commanders. 
Longstreet was following Jackson, mean 
ing to Hank Pope on the right while Jackson 
attacked the rear. 
Ho was inarching rap­ 
idly, pressing toward Thoroughfare Gap. 
His position as well as that of Jackson was 
extremely ticklish. 
If Pope could fall on 
them separately, before Leo’s whole arm y 
could come up, then each would be cut to 
pieces.

street. 
“ There, galloping down the road,” said a 
brigadier. 
“ Overtake him; bring him to me,” cried 
Longstreet. 
He was halted and brought back. 
“ I must be off to the rear,” said the courier, 
endeavoring to go free; “ I have orders for 
Longstreet.” 
“ 1 am Gen. Longstreet,” said that individ­ 
ual. 
“ Where are your orders?” 
The man turned deathly white and did not 
answer. 
He was a Union spy. 
“ Give this man ten minutes and hang him,” 
thundered Longstreet. 
“ Let the columns 
push forward immediately.” 
Tho columns moved on. 
Bu t when they 
did so they left behind them a man in Con­ 
federate gray hanging to a roadside tree, 
dead. 
Gen. George Fykes, brigadier general of volun

Pope’s idea was to crush Jackson by get­ 
ting on his rear, between him and Thorough­ 
fare Gap, w ith one portion of the Federal 
arm y, McDowell's corps, while the other, 
under llooker, should attack him on the east, 
coming from Centreville. 
A t that time 
Pope supposed Jackson to lie retreating back 
through Thoroughfare Gap. 
But Jackson was not retreating, 
Long­ 
street was close at hand, ready to join him. 
Furthermo re, Po pe’s o wn army had no t 
co me to time as ex pected. Fitz Jo hn Po rter 
had been o rdered to jo in Ho o ker at Bristo e 
Statio n o n the Manassas Gap railro ad. He 
arriv ed sis ho urs late. Meanwhile the same 
day , Aug . 2 7 , at Manassas Junctio n, sev en

Ho started E w ell and H ill off norttvnst w ill 
a noise and flourish, as if they wero march 
ing in a be© lino to Washington.

same time he put his main arm y sw iM y end 
quietly on tho rnarcli back from Manassas 
northward, in the direction in which he knew 
Longstreet wns advancing. 
Ew ell and Hill 
went as far northeast as Uentrev ¡He, within 
tw enty miles of Washington 
suddenly turned west and rejoined Jackson’s 
nrniy near the old battle field of B u ll Run. 
This was Aug. 28. 
In the second battle of Pull Bun Gen. Robert C. 
Schenck bad bis arm shattered hya tvnll. He was 
ix>rn In Ohio in 1809. Unlike most of the generals 
in the civil war, he 
was not educated at 
West Point. He be- 
came a lawyer, en­ 
tered politics, k« rv«*«l 
four terms In c<<n- 
gr«w, was minister 
to Brazil, entered the 
army at the outbreak 
of tie? war and be­ 
came a brigs tier g«*n- 
ral of volunteers. 
He was at the first 
battle of Bull Run, 
passed through tho 
campaign of the She­ 
nandoah and 
t«x>k 
part in Pope’s cam­ 
paign in Virginia. In 1863 he resigned from the 
army and re-entered ¡.»«h'tics, serving In congress 
eight years, when he was appoint« «! minister to 
England. 
II«* held this place till 187% and found 
luxat ion from official duties In the writing of n 
book on tin* science and art of the game of 
poker. 
It is much quoted. 
Gen. Schenck still 
surv ives, in an age which Is 
“ Like a lusty winter, 
Frosty hut kindly.” 
Pope was deceived as to tho whereabouts of 
Jackson’s arm y. 
Ho was besides almost in 
despair beeauso reinforcem ents which had 
l>een surely promised him <li«l not arrivo. Ho 
had depended for supplies on Washington, 
and in any event on those nt Manassas Ju n c­ 
tion, which Jackson had destroyed. 
Both 
sources failed. 
If, however, Gen. Pope’s 
main arm y had reached Manassas Junction 
one «lay earlier, on tho 27th, he might have 
saved his stores an« 1 destroyed Jackson. 
As 
ho himself expressed it, however, he had now 
to fight or starve. 
Tho first of tho series of fights which took 
place near the old Bull Run battle field oc­ 
curred Aug. 28. 
Pope believing Jackson nt 
Centreville, l**ing deceived by his ruse, or­ 
dered McDowell to go after him. 
McDowell 
hod been near Gainesville. 
The march to­ 
ward Centreville led him past Jackson’s right, 
and Jackson atta«*k»sl him vigorously. 
This fight of the 28th is known as the battle 
of Gainesville. 
The village lies near Thor­ 
oughfare Gap, southwest of 
Centreville. 
There was a severe and bloody contest, w ith­ 
out decided ad vantage on either side. 
Gen. 
Jackson, in his report, calls it “ a fierce and 
sanguinary conflict.” Gens. Ew ell and T a li­ 
aferro, Confederate commanders, wore l>oth 
severely wounded. 
The troops engaged on 
the Union side were the brigades of Gens. 
Gibbon and Doubleday. 
There were three days’ battles on and near 
the old Bull Run battleground. 
They oc­ 
curred Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Aug. 
28, 29, SO. The first is properly called the 
battle of Gainesville, tho second that of 
Groveton, the third and last, Manassas. 
The 
last one is usually termed the “second battle 
of Bull Run.” 
A t tho first of the three fights, that of 
Gainesville, tho 
brigades of Gibbon and 
Doubleday suffered severely. 
They might 
have been n*-enforced, as other brigades were 
near them, but this was not done. 
The fight­ 
ing continued until into the night. 
A t Washington, meantime, all was panic 
and ignorance. 
Halleck did not know where 
P ojk? was, and nobody knew where the next 
Confederate blow vvoukl fall, whether on 
Pope’s arm y, Washington or the Shenandoah 
Vall«?v. 
Jackson 
himself vvus 
puzzled to 
know" what the Federal troops wore about 
When ho fought the battle of Gainesville, ho 
seems to have believed Pope's arm y was in 
full retreat for Washington, and that ho had 
a brush with tho passing edge of it. 
A ll 
was a muddle on both sides. 
Brevet Maj. Gen. Abner Doubleday,whos«* troops 
fought so stoutly at the battle of Gainesville and 
those of the next two 
days, was a brave 
an d 
accomplished 
officer. lie was born 
in New York 1819, 
and was graduated 
at West Point, lie 
served in the Mexi­ 
can war as a captain 
of artillery. He was 
in Fort Sumter with 
Gen. Robert Ander­ 
son when the war 
broke out, and fired 
tlio first gun for the 
Union 
against the 
seceded 
s t a t e 
of 
South Carolina, April 
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—Governor Oglesby, just before dinner, 
was called out and talked a few minutes. | 
HU remarks were in most charming good j 
humor; leaving the audience in excellent j 
spirits.
